In discussion of the 
policy of other nations toward Spain and the 
Franco supporters in other countries, the au- 
thor describes his own experiences as a mem- 
ber of a U.S. agency in Spain and the criti- 
cism and attempted censorship of his work.

tion, and enabled her to save some Jews and 
young Belgians from deportation. It is a 
moving narrative of an unsubdued people who 
celebrated wildly at their liberation and then 
endured a winter of cold and starvation and 
the torture of rocket bombs.
